For Teachers 
Opens June 30 

The University Is offering some- 
thing new in education during the 
special six week session which 
opens June 30. 

Approximately 25 business educa- 
tion teachers have been selected to 
take the education course number 
349, "Work Experience In Business 
Education," Dean James Harold 
Fox stated yesterday. 

He explained that this course is 
designed for business te^hera who 
want "to get more practice in the 
field." Forty hour a week jobs have 
been arranged for these graduate 
students who will meet for two 
hour sessions twice a week to dis- 
cuss needed curricula changes to 
bring the training In line with 
present day methoda 

Their Jobr will be in retailing, 
accounting and secretarial work 
and Dean Fox states that a student 
will get more than one type of ex- 
perience within the firm. 

Dr. Anson B. Barber, who has a 
M.A. degree from Colorado State 
University and the M.B.A. and the 
Ed.D. from Harvard, will teach the 
course. Formerly head of the De- 
partment of Business Administra- 
tion at Madison College, Harrison- 
burg. Va.. he is now chief of Busi- 
ness and Sales division of the Edu- 
cation and Training Service, the 
Veterans Administration. 

Dean Fox sUted that "our six 
week session is getting back to 
the prewar sUtua." He pointed but 
that people couldn't travel during 
the war but that be expected stu- 
depU from mora th^ qI ftie 
states and several foreign coun- 
tries. This session Is bold primarily 
to offer teacher refraaher courses. 

Other courses being offered duS 
Ing this session are learning and 
teaching, elementary school class- 
room procedures, conrectlve proce- 
dures in reading, course of study 
construction, contemporary prob- 
lems la education, seoondary school 
classroom problems, guidance in 
secondary schools, school supervi- 
sion, extra-classroom activities and 
educational research methods and 
procedure. 


Hits All-Time 
Summer Peak 

6027 Students 
Include 3940 Vets 


Enrollment for the first Summer 
Bosslon reached a peak of 6027 
students, the largest ever to at- 
tend A University summer session, 
Dr. Mitchell Dreeae, Dean of the 
Summer Sessions, disclosed this 
week. 

The increase over previous sum- 
mers is due to the large number of 
veterans now in attendance. Of 
the total number of students en- 
rolled, 3940 are veterans and 2087 
are non veterans. 

This year’s first Msslon enroll- 
ment is almost 3000 more than last 
year which hit a then new high of 
43S7. Dean Dreese predicted, how- 
peer, . that the second session en- 
tol^ent will . drop about 25 per 
$ea£ whlcb will be about 4500.

MaJ. Gen, U. 3. Grant 3d (ret.) 
has been appointed vice president 
of the University. He is the first 
vice president the 126-year-old in- 
stitution has ever had. 

In announcing the appointment. 
Dr. Marvin dtated that special ar^ 
rangements had been made with 
President Truman to permit Gen- 
eral Grant to serve as vice pres- 
ident of the University and to con- 
tinue his duties as chairman of the 
National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Comrhission, a post he has 
held since September. 1942. His 
duties at the University will be 
torgely concerned with the plan- 
ning and development of Its phys- 
ical plant. 

General Grant has been a trustee 
at the University for 16 years and 
a member of the board’s buildings 
and lands committee for most of 
that time. He has been serving as 
chairman of The George Washing- 
ton University Hospital Equipment 
Campaign. He Is the grandson of 
the former President of the United 
States, Ulyssat & Gmt, ^vho also 
was a trustee of Tht Ooorge Wasb- 

Omtm OfemR. H ftMt^ting the 
ediee, said: ^Inasmuch at the 
University U at this Ume planning 
Its future development. 1 sm par* 
tlcularly pleased to be associated 
with it in that project 

'T am hsppy to be with the Uni- 
versity because of my special in- 
terest and confidence In the serv-- 
Ice that the University is giving." 

Dr. Marvin expressed "great sat- 
isfaction in being able to make the 
announcement on behalf of the 
Board of Trustees." 

He said that the University was 
"Indeed fortunate to have aid ta 
the development of the physical 
plant of the University, a Washing- 
ton institution, a man who has 
done so much In the devetopnient 
of the City of Washington. 

,"Hls great undersUndlng of tho 
Washington community also Will 
hrip him to be of maximum serv- 
ice as he assumes this new post to 
aid in the planning and public con- 
tacts of the Unlverilty." ' 

General Grant was iwtired from 
the Army in July. 1946, after 43 
years of service. He first came to 
Washington In an official capacity 
as superintendent of the Stste. 
War. and Navy Building in 1900, 
remaining in that capacity until

to the Office of the Chief of Engi- 
neers.

President Cloyd Hook MarvUt 
has annouaced that seeon iiwnity 
members have been gra&tod Hare 
during the 3947-1948 academic year. 

The practice of diving sabbatical 
leave was reestablished at the 
University by the Board of Trustees 
In December. This system, su- 
spended during the war, permits 
members of the faculty a year’s 
leave every seven years with half 
pay, or a half year’s leave with 
full pay. 

Dr. Lowell Ragatz, professor of 
European history, will spend the 
year in England and France. He 
will do research on French colo- 
nization in the Nineteenth Century. 

Another member of the history 
department. Dr. Alva Curtis Wll- 
gus. professor of Latin American 
History, will spend the fall se- 
mester working on a book on 
Hispanic American Hiatorlography.

Mora than 90 percent of our sum- 
jmer school students were enrolled 
at the University during the past 
semester and ar^ continuing their 
atudles under the accelerdted pro- 
gram.

Librarian Mason 
Makes Changes 
In Facilities 


During the period between the 
winter and summer terms the Uni- 
versity Library facilltits were re- 
arranged and expanded in accord- 
ance with the plans worked out by 
Librarian John Bussell Mason to 
provide library service for the In- 
creased enrollment. 

The two large reading rooms on 
the first floor of Lisner Hall are 
now Reserve Book Reading Rooms, 
and a new Circulation Desk serv- 
icing both rooms has been opened 
into the stack through the cast 
wall of the closed center hsil. 
Under the former arrangement, the 
Circulation Desk opened Into the 
Reserve Book Reading Room and ' 
the second Reading Room was the 
Periodical Room. 'The seats for 
readers of Reserve Books have In- 
creased from 148 to 255. 

On the second floor of the 
Library a partition has been 
erected, with doors similar to the 
ones 00 the first floor, to keep out 
the noise of the entrance hails and 
the elevator. The Reference Collec- 
tion has been expanded and is now 
shelved In the Main Reading Room, 
the Card Catalogue Room, and at 
the Main Circulation Desk. The 
former Reference Room on the 
southwest corner has been made 
Into the Prooesaing Department, 
where the library books and mate- 
rial are catalogued and prepared 
for use. Three fine oil portraits 
have been hung In the Main Read- 
ing Room, W. W. Corcoran, by 
Henry Ulke; Dean William Allen 
Wilbur, by A. 8. Meryman; and 
Professor Charles Clinton Swisher, 
by Anne Kownotskl. Tho portraits 
and the i^erence books add to the 
atmosphere of ths light and spa- 
cious reading room. 

*• The third floor change It tho 
converting of the former largo 
Processing Room Into a Periodical 
and Map Room, with new steel 
closed stacks for the current pe- 
riodicals, flve new map flit cases, 
a new circulation desk and coun- 
ter, and tables and seals for 64 
readers. The map collection It Just 
being organized, but the new pe- 
riodical set-up is working out very 
well. 

The reorganization of the facili- 
ties will provide a quieter and 
more efficient library arrangement, 
with over 500 seats for readers, ex- 
clusive of the seminar rooms and 
the Graduate Reading Room. Plans 
for the future development of ths 
University Library call for an 
additional reading room In the base- 
ment, wKh windows facing the Uni- 
versity Yard, subject coUecUont of 
books in the seminar rooms on ths 
fourth floor, and the expansion of 
the present eight-story stack and 
reading rooms Into ths adjscent 
buildings of similar construction.

General Grant was educated at 
Theresianum, Vienna, the Cutler 
School In New York City and Co- 
lumbia University. He was gradu- 
ated from the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy in 190.3 end from the U. 8. 
Engineers School in 1008. 

In addition to the lAglon of 
Merit, General Grant has received 
the Dletlnguithed Service Medal 
and has been decorated by six for- 
eign countries. He was a member 
of the Supreme War Council at 
Versailles during World War 1, as- 
sistant commissioner for the treaty 
with Germany on treatment of war 
prisoners In 1918, and was a mem- 
ber of the American commission to 
negotiate peace In Paris In 1919. 
He was also a member of the puni- 
tive expedition Into Mexico in 1916 
and served in Mindanao, P. I., the 
Cuban Pacification, the Vera Cruz 
Expedition In 1914 and on the 
Mexican border, 1913-17. 

He is a fellow of the American 
Geographical Society and a mem- 
ber of the American Society of 
Military Engineers, the Empire 
State Society, Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, the Order of 
Founders and Patriots, Vet. Corps 
of Art, Society War 1812, Axteo 
Club the Military Order of
